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Construction of Shelton’s new campus entered 
a new phase in June. All of the exterior walls 
for the first phase of the building are now up. 

The roof of the building will be added next, and 
then construction of the interior walls along with 
the electrical and mechanical systems will begin. 

The most interesting aspects of Shelton State’s 
new building so far are the “tilt-up walls” that have 
gone up during construction. This construction 
method allows the exterior walls to be built on the 
ground and then raised and put into place by a 
large crane. Each panel is 15 feet wide, two-sto- 
ries high and weighs approximately 40 tons. 
Almost 100 of these panels are now in place. 

The first panel erected was dedicated to the 
memory of H. I. James, the first President of 
Shelton State Technical College, and in honor of 
former State Board of Education member Victor 
Poole, and current board members, Sandra Ray 
and Ethel Hall. Mrs. James accepted the honor for 
her husband. 

Tilt-up construction is unique to Alabama col¬ 
leges. This method of construction is popular with 
large corporations located on the West Coast 
because it enables these businesses to construct 
buildings at a reasonable cost that meet earth¬ 
quake standards. This type of construction is now 
being introduced to large projects in Alabama.
